The  enemies  of  the  present  Adminis- 
tration aro  scattering  broadcast  over 
the  land  wholesale  charges  of  corrup- 
tion against  President  Grant  and  his 
subordinates  in  office.

Democrat- 
ic speakers  reiterate  tha  falsehoods, 
and  every  effort  is  made  that  partisan 
ingenuity  can  devise  to  poison  the  pub- 
lic mind  against  tho  Administration  of 
President  Grant.  Fortunately  for  the 
Republican  i>arty  the  chacacter  of  the 
opposition  is  too  well  known  by  the 
people  to  make  its  chargea  effective. 
Every  school  boy  knows  the  record  of 
the  Democratic  party.  The  recent  de- 
velopments made  in  New  York,  where 
over  S40,000,t)00  were  plundered  from 
the  city  treasury  by  Democratic  lead- 
ers, .show  the  honest  tendencies  of  the 
party  that  is  now  trying  to  cover  its 
own  rascalities  by  charging  ccrruption 
on  tliu  party  that  was  instrumental  in 
cutting  hhcrt  its  career  of  wholesale 
robb*  ry.

it  is  the  first  administration  that  has 
shown  a  desire  to  still  further  improve 
the  civil  service  and  has  given  practical 
proof  of  its  intention  to  introduce  re- 
form wherever  needed  by  adopting  a 
sy.''tem.  which,  in  time,  will  bring  into 
tho  service  the  very  best  men  of  the 
nation. 

What  more  is  needed  f  The  admin- 
istration is  honest,  capjble  and  eco- 
nomical. Tho  most  searching  investi- 
gations have  failed  to  fix  a  single  act  of 
corruption  upon  the  President  or  his 
chief  officials.  From  the  heads  of  de- 
partments to  the  humblest  clerk  the 
rule  is  offloial  integrity,  while  dishon- 
esty is  the  rare  exception.  If  any  one 
is  simple  minded  enough  to  believe 
that  the  Democratic  party  can  make 
tho  government  perfection  they  must 
bo  ignnra'iL  of  the  past  record 
of       that       organization,  If      re- 

forms are  needed,  some  purer  party 
than  the  one  that  now  sits  in  judg- 
ment on  our  shortcomings  must  bring 
them  about.  As  well  might  we  try  to 
crallicr  fl^s  from  tho  poisonous  upas 
tree  as  to  try  to  obtain  an  honest  ad- 
ministration of  affairs  from  tho  Demo- 
cratic party.

"Ignatius  Donnelly  was  a  young  man 
and  new  to  the  State  when  the  Repub- 
licans of  his  District  took  him  up  (in 
1864)  and  elected  him  to  Congress,  rc- 
eleeliiig  him  in  186(J.  Not  being  a 
Clay  or  a  Webster  man  Republicans 
thought  two  terms  would  satisfy  him. 
but  he  insisted  on  another,  divided  the 
jinrty  and  threw  away  tho  scat.  Now, 
a  true  man,  we  should  think,  would 
have  said  :  ".Since  there  is  a  consider- 
xblo  part  of  my  Republican  constitu- 
ents who  desire  nie  to  step  aside,  1  will 
do  it.  liarmonizo  the  district  and  save 
the  scat."  Mr.  Donnelly  chose  tho 
opposito  course  and  threw  tho  seat 
awav.

"Mr.  Ignatius  Donnelly,  having  been 
twice  chosen  to  Congress  from  the 
Northern  district  of  Minnesota,  want- 
etl  to  go  again:  but  tho  Republican 
convention  saw  fit  to  nominate  anoth- 
er ;  so  ho  ran  stump  and  threw  away 
the  district.  Hereupon  Mr.  Donnelly, 
who  was  a  Pcnnsylvanian  born,  and 
had  hitherto  been  a  zealous  protection- 
ist, came  nut  a  'Revenue  Reformer'  and 
commenced  as.iuiling  the  darty  which 
had  hitherto  endured  and  subsisted 
him  as  tho  enemy  of  the  West,  be- 
sausc  it  had  elected  such  men  as  him 
to  Congress,  and  thereby  upheld  the 
policy  of  Protection. 

"After  doing  what  little  mischief  he 
could  in  the  way  of  spouting  wherever 
he  could  corner  an  audience,  Mr.  D. 
has  at  last  got  himself  into  line  with 
the  Sham  Democracy.  He  ia  to  run 
again  for  Congress  as  a  stump  candi-

Tho  fu  ice  beat  of  summer  tempt 
the  incauiious  to  frequent  "rtlresh 
raents."  First  i'>  »''<?  ''"t  eiiues 
various  disguises  of  alcoholio  stim 
ulants.  Tl;e  rttresbnients  gained 
from  this  kind  of  drink  is  delus- 
ion. Taken  in  very  small  quanti- 
ties when  ihe  slrtrgth  is  exhausted 
and  the  person  has  leisure  to  rest, 
the  Inst  cfTect  of  the  drink  may  be 
auo'i  coohcss  as  results  from  get- 
ting away  from  afire.  Neither 
meat  n(U- di  ink  tends  to  cool  the 
body,  cxctpt  after  the  •boat  and 
excitement  ot  digestion  and  i>ers- 
piratioij  have  pissed  aw  ly  the  por- 
^on  is  cooler  than  while  ho  was 
eating  or  drinking.  As  tho  living 
body  is  constituted  eating  and 
drinking  are  necessities.  But  as 
necesities  they  should  bo  limited  to 
the  smallest  satisfactory  quantity. 
Temperance  in  eating  and  drinking 
is  the  only  condition  under  which 
comfort  and  health  can  bo  expect- 
ed during  the  torrid  heats  of  sum- 
mer. The  more  simple  tho  food, 
and  the  more  free  from  stimulus  the 
drink,  tho  cooler  and  more  ooin- 
forlable  will  be  he  who  partakes, 
lo  cat  to  repletion,  or  to  drink  ex- 
cept to  moderatioii,  is  sometimes 
equivalent  to  suicide,  and  is  inevit- 
ably the  cruse  of  discomfort  if  not 
of  illness.  Many  innocently  injure 
ih-mselves  by  flooding  the  stomac'i 
wilh'flnids,  or  disleii  ling  it  wiili 
fre<iuent  resorts  to  what  is  called 
"light  food,"  keeping  the  digestive 
organs  nt  constant  tension,  and  of 
course  exhausling  the  vital  ener 
gies. 

Ot  all  things  strong  potations  are 
to  bo  avoided.  Those  who  have 
unforlunately  contracted  th.e  habit 
of  daily  indulgence — even  moder- 
ate iiidulgenco — in  intoxicating 
diinks,  fie.tl  the  lie.U  of  sninmer 
very  oppressive.  Tho.-o  wlios"  ap- 
petites or  whose  temptations  lead 
thcni  beyond  moderation,  sro  suf- 
ferers lo  a  degree  which  the  tem- 
perate can  scarcely  appreciate. 
Tho  young  who  have  formed  no 
snch  habits  as  yet,  should  stead- 
fastly resist  the  beginning.  Pj'ra- 
doxical  as  it  is,  the  temptation  to 
indulge  is  strongest  nt  the  very 
season  when  indulgence  is  tho  most 
dangerous.  Patience  and  equable 
temper,  avoidance  of  unnecessary 
fatigue  and  unnecessary  exposure, 
are  belter  than  frequent  drinks,  or 
even  ices  ;  while  lo  resort  to  fiery 
drink/>,  uudcr  a  fiery  sun  is  simply 
madness. 

There  aro  large  classes  .  of  men 
whoso  cmjdoymenls  compel  thorn 
to  exposure  to  tho  burning  bent. 
While,  in  their  favor,  it  iu  true, 
that  custom  renders  them  less  sen- 
saiivo  and  more  able  to  cnduic  it, 
yet  it  is  equally  true  that  they  suffer 
very  much,  as  frequent  cises  of  ex- 
h  lusiion  or  sunstroke  testify.  The 
proper  iiiulrrsianding  which  exists 
between  the  fair  employer  and  the 
fair  workmen  suggests  expedients 
which  modify  the  hardships  jf  ex- 
posure. Hut,  after  all,  every  man 
is  his  own  best  jndgo  as  to  what  he 
can  bear  under  a  burning  sun,  and 
should  consult  health  and  prudence 
above  every  other  consideration. 
The  idle  man,  panting,  fretting,  nnd 
dissatisfied,  resorts  to  artificial 
means,  which  a<ld  to  his  discom- 
forts instead  of  relieving  them, nnd 
is,  perhaps,  n  greater  sufferer  from 
tho  heat  than  he  who  moderately 
pursues  his  aceiistomcd  occupation, 
making  up  his  day  by  constancy 
nnd  avoiding  fitful  cflTorls.  Tera- 
porance  both  in  meats  nnd  drinks, 
and  care  not  to  overload  an  over- 
heated Riotnach  arc  safe  rules  in  hot 
weather.

From  tho  Monthly  Circular  for 
July,  issued  from  tho  banking 
house  of  Henry  Clews  &  Co., 
New  York,  we  gather  the  follow- 
ing in  regard  to  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  country : 

Hot  weather,  the  Presidential 
c^npaign,  labor  srikcs,  and  high 
;  rices  ot  such  staples  an  cotton, 
wool  nnd  iron,  have  caused  an  cx- 
fiaordlnary  dullness  to  prevail  in  fi- 
nancial and  mercantile  circles.  The 
great  and  obviously  increasing  de 
iiiand  for  skilled  labor  has  led  the 
working  classes  to  assume  a 
position  which  causes  cnpi- 
tHlists  to  feel  very  cautious  about 
assuming  .responsibilities  which 
might  expose  them  to  tho  lender 
inereies  of  their  employees.  And 
the  magnitude  of  our  imports  for 
th;<  last  six  months  has  been  such 
that  it  IS  diflicult  to  tell  how  much 
the  maikets  aro  still  capable  of  ab- 
sorbing. Tho  general  .aspects  of 
the  commercial  situation,  seem, 
therefore,  to  warrant  a  moderate 
contraction  of  operations  among 
manufacturees  and  merchants. 

The  money  market  is  easy. 

Unitcil  States  bonds  continue  to 
show  a  decided  firmness,  and  five- 
twenties  would  probably  advance 
materially  above  par  in  gold,  were 
it  not  that  they  are  liable  to  be 
called  in  for  payment. 

The  premium  on  gold  remains 
steady,  and  probably  will  continue 
to  remain  so  for  tho  present.  The 
diininuiion  of  the  national  debt 
steadily  continues.  The  month  of 
June  witnessed  a  decrease  of  (2,- 
031,035  32,  and  tho  decrease  since 
the  first  ot  March  has  been  -34,- 
327,154  36. 

The  crop  prospects  are  good 
throughout  the  country.

Post :  The  part  which  petroleum 
played  in  the  great  destruction  will 
never  be  fully  known,  nnd  equally 
strange  will  then  appear  the  stories 
of  the  little  "death  syringes"  which 
were  to  exterminate  the  invaders 
amid  their  successful  occupation  of 
the  city.  It  is  established  before 
tho  committee  of  inquiry  that  in- 
struments answering  to  the  ancient 
poire  d^tngoisse  were  actually  made 
and  oitlributed  for  use  upon  the 
Prussians  They  were — .although

In  the  form  of  a  thimble, 
warn  upon  the  taper  finger  of  a 
virtuous  Parisienne,'ibese  weapons 
were  lo  deal  with  every  embrace  a 
Prussian  might  gain  from  his  fair 
enemies.  No  less  than  20,000  of 
these  infernal  machines,  it  is  said, 
were  made,  nnd  perli.aps  it  is  well 
that  Bismarck  restrained  his  army 
of  occupation  within  strict  limits, 
and  prevented  that  familiar  inter- 
course of  the  victors  with  the  van- 
quished, for  whi(rh  the  female  por- 
tion of  Paris  was  so  well  prepared. 

Teeth  ix  Yoirxo  Sturgeons. — 
The  discovery  announced  some 
months  ago  of  the  existence  of  teeth 
tn  young  stu-gcons  has  been  veri- 
fied by  another  observer,  who 
states  that  in  the  young  of  the 
sterltt  there  are  ten  tooth  in  the 
upper  jaw  and  eight  in  the  lower.

Kar'y  in  iho  presont  century,  a 
young  man,  whom  wc  will  call 
Adrian,  gradu.iled  from  Yalo  Col- 
lege with  the  hi';hest  honors.  He 
wa-;,  indeed,  a  young  m;in  of  re- 
markable promise,  for  ho  had  tho 
intellect  of  a  scholar  and  the  heart 
of  a  philanthropist.  ITh  frieiidri 
ai.ticipated  for  him  a  briliiant  ca- 
reer and  some  of  them  had  idre.-dy 
marked  out  the  lin"  ofae!i<>ri  v.liicli 
he  nhould  pur^e  in  order  lo  obtain 
wealth  and  fame.  Al  this  time  lit- 
tle was  known  of  the  West  except 
that  it  was  a  vast  and  mie.xplored 
region,  intinite  almost,  in  natural 
resources,  but  desolate  because  un- 
civilized.

<d*  its  depavtmetits ;  neverlhe!e«», 
under  Adrian's  manngepicnt,  it 
drew  into  its  intluenco  every  year 
a  gr<'at  many  young  uien.  These 
yxniig  men  worn  the  ll.wer  of  that 
svoitern  populati»!'.  Tht  y  caiim 
to  Ailrian  oiid  he  tamdit  them.  Un- 
der his  direetion  their  minds  were 
strenglheied  and  rt'titied.  L'n  ler 
h!8  intluenco  their  characters  were 
mellowed  and  enriehod.  They 
learned  that  to  porform  tho  duties 
of  life  was  nobler  and  moro  satis- 
factory than  simply  to  enjoy  it-;

Twenty-five  years  of  snch  life 
passed  with  Adrian,  ai.d  his  work 
was  done,  and  hn  dii>d.  His  death 
o.xciled  little  eommenlintho  world- 
Thoso  who  knew  him  mourned  for 
him  and  said  "A  good  man  has 
gone — cut  off  in  tho  midst  of  his 
usefulness." 

Twenty-five  years  moro  passed, 
and  the  alumni  and  hiend.s  ot  the 
college  met  together  to  celebrate 
its  fiftieth  anniversary. 

Several  very  eminent  men  wore 
among  the  number,  and  many  good 
and  useful  men,  who  sal  under 
Adrian's  teaching  in  the  years  long 
past.

Adrian  could  have  jxrsuaded  him 
to  eend  mc  to  colkge.  But  Adrian 
persuaded  bun,  niiJ  I  went  It  was 
Adrran  who  ."^w.-^keiied  my  mind 
and  taiiglit  m«  to  h>ve  kiiowletlge.

have  beeu  one  of  the  acktiowkdged 
leaders  of  a  groat  paily.  I  owo  it 
all,  undor  God,  lu  the  roan  Adrian 
who  iileeps  in  th.-xl  neglected  grave. 
Had  it  not  been  for  him  I  should 
have  followed  in  the  fi-.otstep-i  of 
my  fatlicr,  and  very  likely  :^honhi 
have  Ooijo  more  of  evil  than  of 
c.oou.

ans will  full"W  him  to  secure  his 
cic'-'fion.

IJut  when 
the  point  of  attack  is  to  be  their 
own  |> arty,  and  tho  stronpiholds  to 
bo  difended  nothing  but  Horneo 
Grethiy  and  the  Heinocraiic  party, 
fe>v  men  can  be  found  foolish 
enough  to  follow  bini.  Greeley 
nnil  bin  liberal  oo  workers,  Trnm 
bul  and  Schurz,  thon):;lil  they  were 
neglected  by  tlio  Administration.

iind.'r  Adrian's  nianngenicnt,  it 
drew  into  its  inlbieiico  every  year 
a  great  many  young  men.  These 
young  men  wcro  the  tbiwer  of  that 
western  population.  Tiny  caiiin 
lo  Adrian  niid  ho  tani;ht  them.  Un- 
der his  flircetion  their  minds  were 
streiiglheied  and  resiriod.

Ameriea,  on  tlie  other  hand,  has 
always  paid  her  war  debt,  and  is 
paying  the  present  debt  at  the  rate 
of  one  limidred  millions  per  an- 
num. At  this  rale  our  whole  debt 
will  be  cancelled  in  less  than  twen- 
ty years. 

The  aceunuilation  of  debt  m  our 
difVerenl  wars  shows  wonderful  <;oii- 
trasts,  exemplifying  in  a  slrikii'g 
manner,  tho  "fast"  ways  of  the 
modi  riis  as  compared  with  the  sLiid 
and  sturdy  operations  oi  our  forefa 
thers.  Tlie  whole  debt  of  our  War 
of  Independence,  wliich  lastetl 
seven  years,  and  made  us  a  n:ition. 
as  ascertainetl  111  IT'.'O,  amounte<l  to 
872,77.5,893.  Of  this  sura  only 
^li/JjCiSTl  was  incurred  on  tor- 
eign  account.  The  remaining  §U0- 
219,022  was  entirely  a  domestic 
debt.  This  was  considered  as  a 
crushing  burden  to  our  then  infant 
inlioii  of  three  millions  of  peiple, 
ai.d  did  for  a  long  time  cripple  the 
tnvrgies  of  tho  conntry.  Now  a 
debt  of  ihiit  amount  would  be  can- 
relied  and  txlingu:  died  in  nixe 
moiit'is,  at  ihj  <'Tn\ii  ralo  at  whit^li 
the  present  dcbi  is  being  paid. 

In  1812  co-nmenced  on--  war  wiih 
E*i<ilaitd,  which  lasted  but  tlirce 
years,  not  cpiite  halt  as  l.>ng  as  the 
war  of  ih'j  rovoliilion  had  contin 
ued.  Yet  in  I'.inso  three  years  ot 
wjr  We  so  far  iiiiproved  upon  revo- 
hilionaiy  lln,;nccering  ns  to  incur  a 
d  bt  of  ;  Iu'T,'^31,0:;:l— pretty  near 
as  much  ngain  as  the  whole  debt  of 
the  revolutionary  war,  which  lifid 
lasted  as  long  again  as  this.  That 
was  the  anion!. t  of  the  debt  as  as- 
certained on  the  first  of  January, 
I'MO.  For  eighteen  years  that 
d.;bt,  remainetl  upon  the  country, 
whieh  at  tho  present  rate  of  pay- 
ment would  bo  wiped  out  in  less 
lliui  eighteen  months. 

Our  next'/breaking  out'  was  with 
Me.tieo,  ill  1840,  on  account  of  the 
anne.vritiun  of  Te.xas.  This  war 
t Hied  but  two  years.  Nevertheless 
we  hail  ng:dn  imjuoved  on  our  ca- 
pacity for  creating  debt  over  all 
previous  exploits  in  that  line,  so 
that  the  Mexican  war  involved  us 
in  a  debt  of  $102,015,007.  Thi^ 
was  pretty  near  throe  times  as  much 
ns  much  as  our  revolutionary  war 
debt,  and  conUaeted  in  oue-third 
of  tho  time. 

Fiiiiiliy  aamo  the  civil  war  with 
our.-elves  in  l.siiS,  and  conlinued 
four  years,  a  little  more  than  half 
tho  time  of  the  war  of  the  revolu- 
tion. l>ut  in  that  period  of  domes- 
tic war,  we  Hccuiiiulated  n  <bd)t 
aorcn  times  greater  than  the  whole 
aruouiiL  of  ail  iho  war  debts  ever 
before  incurred  in  a!!  our  national 
history. 

But,  as  all  the  former  were  hon- 
orably liquidated  anil  extinguished, 
so  is  tho  present  iinineiiso  war 
debt  in  process  of  extinguishment, 
and  will  in  duo  time  dis.tppear. 
Let  ns  hope  that  wo  may  never  look 
upon  its  liki«  again.

PRKSIDESTIAL  W'KALTM. 


It  is  well  known  that  tho  office 
of  President  of  the  United  States 
is  not  a  money  nuking  insiiintion. 
Hut  tew  incumbents  of  that  office 
have  more  than  made  its  income 
tij  ;  il  its  expenses. 

Gen.  Washington  inherited  a 
fortune  in  his  own  right  and  in  the 
right  of  his  wife,  and  spent  its  in- 
come ns  well  as  the  salary  while 
ho  occupied  tho  Preeidential  chsir, 
in  giving  dignity  to  the  oflice.  lie 
left  the  Presidtncy  rather  poorer 
th.an  he  entered  it. 

John  Adams  was  comparatively 
a  |>oor  mill  all  his  life.  The  Pres- 
idency perhaps  made  him  no  poor- 
er, but  it  certainly  added  nothing 
to  Jiis  vca'th. 

JeflTerson  was  also  poor,  and  al 
wnjs  poor.  His  salary  did  not 
more  than  support  him  in  his  po- 
sitiim  during  the  eiglst  years  ot  his 
incumbency.  Had  not  Congress 
purchased  his  great  library  at  four 
times  its  value  he  would  have  been 
in  straightened  circumstances. 

Madison  was  a  prudent  manager 
of  hifi  privato  ntTairs,  and  hnd  a  re- 
spectable fortune  before  he  became 
President.  He  saved  some  money 
from  his  official  income,  and  Con- 
gress subsequently  bought  his  "pa- 
pers" for  the  snug  price  of  $30,000 
paid  to  his  widow,  and  thereby 
made  his  estate  a  very  comfortable 
0110. 

Monroe  was  always  poor, 
lie  had  no  gilt  for  money  making, 
and  yet  was  endowed  with  a  gen- 
erous Bpiiit  in  spending  it.  He 
saved  nothing  from  his  Presiden- 
tial salary ;  and  when  ho  died  his 
funeral  was  at  the  expense  of  char- 
itable triendo. 

John  Quincy  Adams  was  a  pru- 
dent manager  of  his  private  ntl'airs, 
as  he  w.as  also  of  public  finances, 
lie  hiherited  some  property,  and  at 
his  death  his  whole  esLatc,  though 
in  public  office  all  his  life,  including 
the  Presidency,  did  not  exceed  the 
moderate  amount  of    t-a^OOO. 

J.'ekson  lived  quite  plainly  and 
eeoi.dinicHlly  irider  all  cire'iir.stan- 
C08,  wlict!;er  in  office  or  ..ut.  He 
savol  somelhing  from  his  rii^ht 
years'  incumbency  of  tho  Prt  si- 
deucy,  and  subsequently  lived  in 
very  coiiifori'ihle  eircunistances. 

V'iin  liurcn  was  very  poor  at  tlie 
beginning  of  his  career,  but  be 
came  we.illhy,  anil  died  very  rich. 
It  is  said  of  him  that  during  his 
wlwle  Presidential  term  of  otHce 
he  did  not  touch  a  dollar  of  his  sal- 
ary, and  at  its  close  he  drew  it  all, 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for 
four  yoar<,  at  ono  di  sit. 

Polk  saved  about  one-hall  of  his 
Pit.sidcntial  salary  during  his  one 
term ;  thus  adding  <i40,000  to  liis 
former  estate  of  <sl0O,OOO;  so  at 
his  death  his  estate  w.as  worth 
about  §150,000. 

Geii.  Taylor  loft  an  estate  of 
1150,000,  though  nothing  accrued 
to  him  of  any  advantage  from  his 
Presidential  oflice,  by  reasou  of  his 
death  so  soon  after  inauguration. 

Pierce  is  said  to  havo  been  a 
close  manager  of  his  pecuniary 
matters ;  so  much  so  as  to  have  in- 
curred the  charge  of  picsyuneish- 
iie.s.s.  IJiit  nobody  ever  intimated 
dishonesty.  Ha  saved  from  his 
Prosidenti.d  salary  of  four  years, 
ten  thousand  dollars  a  year,  making 
an  aggregate  profit  of  $40,000  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  office. 

Fillmore  is  a  very  wealthy  man, 
and  an  excectlingly  cautious  •••an 
in  making  investments.  lie  is  s.aid 
to  have  saved  a  pretty  largo  pro- 
portion of  his  Presidential  salary. 

Hnchanan  was  a  wealthy  man  ; 
but  his  Presidential  inco.ne  added 
but  liitle  to  his  estate.  His  private 
home  was  plain,  but  well  ordered 
and  substantial.  His  property  was 
mostly  accumulated  by  judicious 
investments  and  an  ccoi.omical 
mode  of  life. 

Lincoln  began  life  as  a  poor  man, 
and  was  never  much  addi>;ted  to 
money  getting.  Ho  never  called 
for  his  salary  while  Presi- 
dent, only  as  it  might  be 
wanted  from  time  to  lime  to  live 
upon.  The  donations  of  the  pub- 
lio  and  tho  increment  from  his  sal- 
ary, nnited  with  property  acquired 
before  he  became  President,  made 
his  estate  worth  about  $75,000  al 
the  time  of  his  death. 

Uf  tho  great  men  who  perhaps 
ought  to  hnvM  been  Presidents,  but 
wero  not,  IX\niul  Webster  and 
Henry  Clay,  wo  may  say  that  in 
money  matters  they  were  very  dif- 
fereiit  in  their  management.  Clay 
was  methodical  and  scrupulously 
exact  in  nil  business  nfftirs.  lie 
began  life  poor,  as  "The  MiFI  Bi>y 
of  the  Slashes."  IIo  had  great  op- 
portunities for  acquiring  wealth, 
but  was  not  greedy  of  gain.  He 
left  an  estate  worth  something  over 
$100,000. 

Webster,  on  the  other  hand,  was 
innocent  of  anything  like  system  in 
his  piivato  affairs.  In  his  great 
practice  as  a  lawyer  he  is  said  to 
liavo  made  a  million  of  money.  Hu 
nevertheless  was  always  deititato 
Slid  always  in  debt.  At  his  death, 
notwithstanding  his  great  career, 
bis  estate  did  not  exceed  $20,000 
in  value,  while  his  debts  are  f  aid  to 
havo  reached  tho  respectable  mar- 
gin of  a  quarter  of  a  million  I

Fi,!,  ii;y  to  iirin.;iple 
and  honK3»y  in  iidm:;.i<!tr->ti'jn  inuke 
the  dillercncf. 


OVR  WAR  DFBTS. 

War  is  nlwa}s  an  expensive 
pa'^liino  for  nations.  M.  n  y  is  said 
to  bo  ilic  "sinews  of  war."  With 
ont  it  t!ie  State  is  powerless.  Ev- 
ery nation  that  we  have  knowledge 
ol  is  involved  in  debt.  And  iu  every 
case  till'  debt  originated  in  w,.r- 
There  IS  no  instance  of  a  nation 
ii:v<dving  it<elf  in  debt  for  carry- 
ing on  tho  works  of  poace.  There 
Is  no  instance  of  a  nation  escaping 
debt  in  carrying  on  tho  works  of 
«  ar. 

Tho  pre.'ent  war  debt  ol  the 
roiled  States  is  regarded  ns  enor- 
mous, and  so  indeed  it  i".  Hut  il 
Id  hot  now  only  just  about  one-half 
of  tlie  debt  <,f  ({real  P.i  ttain.  which 
is  also  a  war  debt.  Eui;land  has 
no  id'ia  of  paying  tho  principal  of 
her  debt.  Jier  only  aim  is  to  pay 
the  annual  interest.  Siiu  has  iieve'' 
b?on  succcssfiii  iu  oven  jri-vilinga 
pcraianent  sinking  fund  for  the  re- 
duction of  her  public  debt. 

America,  on  the  otiier  liaiid,  has 
always  paid  her  war  debt,  and  is 
paying  the  present  debt  at  tho  rate 
of  one  hundred  millions  jicr  aa- 
num.  At  this  rate  our  whole  debt 
will  bo  caucelled  in  less  than  twen- 
ty years, 

The  accuniulatioii  of  debt  m  our 
d'.llerent  wars  fIiows  wonderful  con- 
trasts, exemplifying  in  a  Klriking 
manner,  the  "fast"  ways  of  tin- 
moderns  as  compare*!  with  llie  staid 
and  sturdy  operations  ot  our  forefa 
ihers.  Tiie  whole  deht  ol  our  War 
of  Independence,  wliich  lasted 
seven  years,  and  made  us  a  nation, 
as  .iscertaliied  in  17!K),  amounted  to 
97'i,77.'i,S93.  Of  this  sum  only 
!>l-2  •5jO,87l  was  incurred  on  for- 
eign account.  The  remaining  ?tJO- 
219,022  was  entirely  a  domestic 
debt.  This  was  consiilercd  as  a 
crushing  burden  to  our  then  infant 
nation  of  three  railliona  of  peiple, 
ar.d  did  for  a  lung  lime  cri|.ple  the 
tnvrgie.s  of  tho  country.  Now  a 
debt  of  that  amount  would  be  can 
ceiled  and  exlinguishcd  in  ni'o- 
tnont'is,  at  t!i _.  niuit  rato  at  wl.i<'!. 
the  present  •le'il  is  biing  jiaid. 
'  In  1812  cov.imenced  ou'-  war  with 
Ivi'^Iand,  which  lasted  but  ttiroe 
y<'ars,  not  <juite  halt  as  l.nig  as  ihe 
war  of  tho  revolution  iiad  coiitin 
lied.  Yet  in  t'luso  three  years  ot 
w  r  We  so  tar  ii.iprnvo  I  upon  revo- 
Imionaiy  llu.;nceering  as  to  incur  a 
debt  of  S12Y,.".34,0;13— pretty  near 
as  much  again  as  the  wlnde  debt  of 
the  revolutionary  war,  which  had 
lasted  us  long  again  as  this.  That 
was  the  amount  of  the  debt  as  as- 
certained on  t)  e  first  of  January, 
r;lO.  For  eighteen  years  thiU 
dobl  remained  upon  the  country, 
which  at  tho  present  rato  of  pay- 
ment W(mld  be  wiped  out  in  less 
llian  eighteen  months. 

(.)nr  next'/breakingont'  was  with 
JTev.iei>,  in  IS-lO,  on  account  of  the 
annexation  of  Texa.s.  This  war 
tasted  but  two  )'ears.  Ncveriheless 
wo  had  again  iinpiovpd  on  our  ca- 
pacity for  creating  debt  over  .ill 
[irovions  exploits  in  that  lino,  so 
that  the  Mexican  war  involved  us 
in  a  d<'bt  of  «!in2, 91.5, 907.  This 
wan  pretty  near  throe  times  as  much 
ns  much  as  our  revolutionary  war 
debt,  and  contracted  in  one-third 
of  tlio  timo. 

Finally  oame  the  civil  war  with 
ourselves  in  13G3,  atid  continued 
four  years,  a  little  more  than  hall 
tho  time  of  tho  war  of  the  revolu- 
tion. Hut  in  that  period  of  domes- 
tic war,  wo  Hccumulated  a  debt 
seven  times  greater  than  the  whoh- 
aruouiiL  of  all  tho  war  debts  ever 
before  incurred  in  al!  our  national 
history. 

IJut,  an  all  the  former  wore  hon- 
orably liijnidated  and  extinguished, 
so  is  tho  jircsent  imnienso  war 
debt  in  process  of  extinguishment, 
and  will  in  duo  timo  disa|)pear. 
Let  ns  hope  that  vrc'  may  never  look 
upon  its  liko  again.

Hut  tew  incumbents  of  that  oflice 
have  mora  than  made  iis  income 
c<i  :al  its  expenses. 

Gen.  Washington  inherited  a 
fortune  in  his  own  right  an<l  in  the 
tight  of  his  wife,  and  spent  its  in- 
come as  well  as  the  salary  while 
he  oecujiied  the  Presidential  ch«ir, 
iu  giving  dignity  to  the  oflice.  lle 
Icfl  tho  Prefiid»ncy  rather  poorer 
ih.an  he  entered  it. 

John  .\dams  was  comjiaratively 
a  poor  man  all  his  life.  The  Pres- 
idency perhaps  made  him  no  poor- 
er, but  il  corlsinly  added  nothing 
to  liis  V  ca'th. 

JefTerson  was  also  poor,  and  al 
wnjfs  poor.  His  salary  did  not 
more  than  support  him  in  his  po- 
hilion  during  iho  eight  years  of  his 
incumbency.  Had  not  Congress 
purchaoed  his  great  library  at  four 
times  its  value  ho  would  have  been 
in  straightened  circumstances. 

M-adison  was  a  prudent  man.ager 
of  his  privati^  .-dTairs,  and  had  a  re- 
spectable fortune  before  he  became 
President.  He  saved  some  money 
I'rom  his  oflicial  income,  and  Con- 
gress subsiqucntly  bnught  his  "pa- 
pers" for  the  snug  prico  of  §30,000 
paid  to  Ids  widow,  and  thereby 
made  bis  estate  a  very  comfortable 
oiio. 

.Monroe  was  al,vays  poor. 
IIo  had  no  gilt  for  money  making, 
and  yet  was  endowed  with  a  gen- 
erous si)itit  in  spending  it.  He 
saved  nothing  from  his  Presiden- 
tial salary  ;  and  when  ho  died  his 
funeral  was  at  the  expcuse  of  char- 
itable friendij. 

John  Quincy  Ailams  was  a  pru- 
dent manager  of  his  ])rivate  affairs, 
as  ho  was  also  of  public  finances. 
He  hiheritcd  some  property,  and  al 
his  death  his  whole  estate,  though 
ill  publiu  olUceall  his  life,  including 
llio  Presidency,  di<l  not  exceed  the 
moderate  amount  of    !j!i>ii,000. 

J.'i'kson  lived  quite  plainly  and 
eeonondcally  under  all  cirenir.stan- 
ecs,  wlictlicr  in  office  or  ./Ut.  He 
saved  something  from  his  ci^ht 
years'  incumbency  of  tho  Prrsi- 
ileiicy,  and  subsequently  lived  in 
very  oomfori'ible  circumstances. 

V;;u  Ibircn  was  very  poor  at  the 
beginning  of  his  oare'-r,  but  be- 
came wealthy,  and  died  very  rich. 
It  is  said  of  him  that  during  his 
wlKde  Presidential  term  of  office 
he  did  not  touch  a  dollar  of  his  sal- 
ary, and  at  its  close  ho  drew  it  all, 
olio  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for 
four  yoar-i,  at  ono  diait. 

Polk  saved  about  one-half  of  his 
Pie.sidcntial  salary  during  his  one 
term  ;  thus  adding  ^^40,000  to  his 
former  estalo  oftlOO,000;  so  al 
his  dentil  his  estate  was  worth 
about  $1. 00,000. 

Gen.  Taylor  loft  an  estate  of 
$150,000,  though  nothing  accrued 
to  him  of  auy  advantage  from  his 
Prebideiilial  office,  by  reason  of  his 
ilealh  BO  soon  after  inauguration. 

Pierce  is  said  to  have  been  a 
close  manager  of  his  pecuniary 
inattt-rs  ;  so  niucli  so  as  to  have  in- 
curred the  charge  of  picayuneish- 
noss.  IJnt  nobody  ever  intimated 
itishoncsty.  He  saved  from  Ids 
Prosidciiti..l  salary  of  four  years, 
ton  thousand  dollars  a  year,  making 
an  aggregate  profit  of  140,000  oat 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  office. 

Fillmore  is  a  very  wealthy  man, 
and  an  exceedingly  cautious  .•lan 
in  making  investments.  IIo  is  said 
to  have  saved  a  pretty  largo  pro- 
portion of  his  Presideiilial  salary. 

Hnidianan  w.a8  a  wealthy  man  ; 
hut  his  Presidential  inco.iiG  added 
but  little  to  his  estate.  His  private 
home  was  plain,  but  well  ordereil 
anil  substantial.  His  property  was 
mostly  accumulated  by  judicious 
investments  aud  an  ccoi.omicnl 
mode  of  life. 

Lincoln  began  life  as  a  poor  m.^n, 
arnl  was  never  much  addi'  ted  to 
mouey  getting.  Ho  never  called 
for  his  sslary  while  Presi- 
dent, only  as  it  might  be 
wanted  from  timo  to  lime  to  live 
upon.  Tho  donations  of  the  pub- 
lic aud  the  increment  from  his  sal- 
ary, united  with  property  acquired 
before  he  became  President,  niaile 
his  estate  worth  about  $7r),000  at 
the  time  of  !iis  deatli. 

Of  the  great  men  who  perhaps 
ought  to  have  been  Presidents,  but 
wero  not,  D.viiiul  Webster  and 
Henry  Clay,  wo  may  say  that  in 
money  mavter«i  they  were  very  dit- 
fereiit  in  their  luanagcnient.  Clay 
was  mclhotlical  and  scrupulously 
exact  in  »il  business  afl'iirs.  lie 
began  life  poor,  as  "Tiie  Mill  Boy 
of  tho  Sl.ishes."  He  had  great  op- 
portunities for  acquiring  wealth, 
but  was  not  greedy  of  gain.  He 
left  an  estate  worth  something  over 
$100,000. 

Webster,  on  the  other  hand,  was 
innocent  of  anything  like  sysiem  in 
his  piivato  afTairs.  In  his  groat 
piactieo  as  a  lawyer  ho  is  said  to 
liave  made  a  million  of  money.  Ho 
nevertheless  w.as  always  destitate 
and  always  in  debt.  At  his  death, 
notwithKlanding  his  great  career, 
liis  eststo  did  not  exceed  $JO,00u 
in  value,  while  his  debts  are  taid  to 
have  reached  the  resppctablo  mar- 
gin of  a  quarter  of  a  million  I 
■i— — — — "^

The  New  York  Trib- 
une, Herald  and  World  have  each 
long  odilorialH  m  n  ganl  to  it.  It 
is  pretty  certain  that  the  eminent, 
profuiiieni  Niw  York  allcriu'v  and 
geiitliiiian,  t'has.O'Coiinor,  will  be 
nominated  for  Trcsident 

Thk    great    wheat    "corner"    in 
Chicago  collapsed  ou  Tuesday  and 
resulted  in    tinancial    disaster    not 
only  to  numerous  tinns  in  Ciiicago, 
but  to  nun  in    oiiur    parts    of    tlio 
W«Ht.     Tliu   amount  of  wheat   in- 
Tolved  in  the  corner  is  stated  vari- 
ously all  the  way  from  four  to  fivo 
niillioiis    of    bn^*lR•l.^    which     was 
bought  at  seller^'   option,    through 
tlic    luoiuh    of    August,    of  which 
amoiiiil  the  gamblers   expected  on- 
ly .■jboiil  a    million    bushnls    ^ould 
be    dvlivtie.l.       Having     handled 
ihis,  and   run    wheat   up     to    tluir 
own  figures,  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  opirrators    to  Ki)ring    the   traj), 
and  s(iULezi'    the  uuthiders    to    llio 
tune  of  thirty    or  torty  cents  on    a 
bavlu-l.     Uut  there  was  more  wheat 
in  the  country,  «nd    more  railroad 
«ar8    for    ii«  tr;insporialion,    than 
thcv  had    counted  on.     The    result 
was  tiiat    they  couldn't    raise    the 
money  to  handle  it,  and  had  to   let 
it  go,  ai  d  tlown    they  came  with  n 
M  ith  ft  rush.       No  other  corner  hat* 
been    .so    di.sastrouH,    not     only    to 
the  gamblers  in    grain,  but   to   the 
commercial    interests  v>\    Chicago, 
as  well  as    to  many    country    ship- 
pers, wheat  being  run  up    to   $150 
and  uj'waid  a    bu^iio!,  ibo    decline 
on  Monday  was  30  cents,    and    on 
Tuesday  from   ten  to  fifteen    cents 
inorj,  till  the  "corner"  burst. 


The  reelection  of  General  Grant 
will  bo  something  more  than  a 
mere  party  triumph  ;  it  will  be  the 
voice  of  the  people  imlorsing  an 
honest,  eoonoiidcal,  and  patriotic 
administration  of  public  atl'uirs. 

The  administration  of  Tresident 
Grant  has  been  tried,  and  not 
found  wanting.  Individual,  State 
and  national  interests  have  pros- 
pered. The  laborer  receives  bel- 
ter wages  than  ever  before ;  the 
merchant  is  blessed  with  |.rosi)eri- 
ty ;  the  manufacturer  has  all  he 
can  do  ;  the  products  of  the  farm 
command  good  prices;  the  naiion- 
ai  debt  has  been  reduced  over 
<i3:n,000,0o0  in  a  little  more  than 
three  years  ;  ta.xe8  have  been  re- 
duced since  1800  ♦■J'J8,000,000,  tind 
the  policy  of  the  Administration  is 
to  carry  the  reduction  stUl  further; 
the  Indians  are  no  longer  a  terror 
to  our  frontier  settlers ;  the  army 
has  been  reduced  to  a  peace  basis; 
the  rights  of  law  idiiding  citizens 
arc  respected  and  protected  every- 
where, and  our  nation,  thanks  to 
General  (Jrant  and  Ins  wise  iiolicy, 
is  at  jieace  with  the  whole  world. 

This  is  the  picture  t'lo  party  pre- 
sents today,  after  more  than  12 
years  of  power.  No  true  Kepnh- 
lican  can  turn  away  from  so  glo- 
rious a  record.  Tens  of  thousunds 
of  honest  Democrats  throughout 
the  land  have  no  desire  to  change 
it,  and  in  the  coming  election  will 
use  their  influence  to  make  it  still 
grander  in  the  future. 

What  the  nation  wants  is  a  set- 
tled policy,  and  for  this  reason  the 
people  will  indorse  tlio  policy  of 
General  Grant.  It  has  proved 
successful  in  the  past,  and  that  is 
tho  best  evidence  that  it  will  suc- 
ceed in  tho  future.  The  country 
oannot  afford  to  try  experiments 
under  Horace  Greeley,  with  his  er- 
ratic notions  of  statesmanship,  lie 
would  disturb  every  clement  of  na- 
tional harmony,  and  bring  about  a 
tinancial  crisis  in  less  than  sLx 
months  from  the  date  of  his  inaug- 
uration. It  is  needless  to  say  that 
he  might  turn  out  all  right.  We 
cannot  afford  to  change  a  certainty 
for  an  uncertainty.  We  know  what 
General  Grant  is,  wh  t  he  has  done 
and  what  he  will  do.  Grant  has 
firmness,  wisdom,  and  in  every 
sense  of  tho  term  is  a  praclioa  I 
man.  Greeley  is  deficient  ii  all 
these  qualities.  He  may  be  a  good 
editor— but  even  on  this  point  wc 
have  grave  doubts — but  ho  h.as  not 
one  of  tho  strong  trails  of  charac- 
ter to  make  a  safe  president.  For 
this  reason  the  people,  irrespective 
of  party  have  united  on  (iiiioral 
Grant  as  tho  safest  man  to  preside 
over  the  affairs  of  the  nation,  and 
wo  believe  ho  will  bo  elected  by  tho 
largest  popular  vote  over  given  to 
a  Presidential  candidate.

He  held    Douglas    up  to   the 
public    gazi'.  as    a    victim    of   the  | 
rresideul's  hatred,  and  wept  scald 
ing     tears     over     the     imaginary 
wrongs    of   his    friend.      Douglas 
protested  that  he  was  not  a  martyr 
but  Sumner  insisted  more   strongly 
that  he  was.     "You  felt  the  slights 
that  were  heaped    upon  you   keen- 
ly," said  Sumner    ."But  I  have  re- 
ceived no  slights,"  replietl  Douglas. 
"Look  at  tho    agony  which    he  has 
suffered,"    shouted    Sumner    "and 
then  support  if  you  can  this  enemy 
of  your  race."     But    I    have    not 
suffered"  said  Douglas.     "Ou    the 
contr.-iry  I  have    been    treated   by 
the    President    with   tho    greatest 
kindness  .and  cosideratlon." 

Sumner    still    insiste  1,  however, 
until  Douglas  was  compelled  to  d.j- 
nounce    the  picture    which  Sumner 
was  holding  up  to  public  view  as  a 
forgery.

nrigniticenl  estate    was   purchasett 
by  private  subscription  at  a  cost  of 
■5il,:»00,000,  and  the  l»igh««t  honors 
that    England    couhl    confer    were 
freely  bestow  ed  uiioii  him.      Crom- 
well, for  his  inili'ary    services,    re- 
ceived   <i:>-2,.VjO  a  year    and    gifls. 
Marlborough  received  a  pal.iee  and 
a  princely  fortune.  Nelson  rcceitrcd 
ilie    highest    honors   and    $75,000, 
.u.d  Fairfax  and  a  host    of    others 
were  r(  cipieiits  of  like  gifts  from  a 
grateful  country. 

In  civil  life  wo  have  notable  ex- 
.imples  of  largo  gifls  to  public  ben- 
efac!ors.  Ilichaid  Cobden  for  po- 
litical services  alone  received  by 
piivate  subs-ription  i&:{.';o,oo0,  and 
John  Bright  h.kS  but  recently  been 
the  recipient  of  costly  gifts. 

In  Germany  we  see  ihe  same  ex- 
pression of  public  gratitude.  Bis 
inarck,  for  his^scrvices  during  the 
late  war,  has  just  received  a  land- 
ed estate  worth  tnoru  than  all  the 
i:if».s  presented  to  our  jniblic  men. 
Von  Mollke,  the  foremost  of  Prus- 
sian generals,  was  presented  wilh 
>;i:ioO,000,  and  out  of  the  French 
indemnity  fund  §1,000,000  have 
bein  set  a()arl  for  dialiibulion 
among  tho  leading  heroes  of  Ger- 
m:'.ny.  Does  any  one  think  that 
Gen.  Grant's  services  to  his  coun- 
try were  less  worthy  of  recogni- 
tion than  tho  public  men  we  have 
nunliotied?  The  trivi  I  glfn  which 
were  given  nt  the  close  of  ihc  war 
are  unworthy  of  mention  when  the 
deeds  of  the  soldier  are  remem- 
bered. For  the  credit  of  our  na- 
lioii  We  trust  that  no  man  of  char 
acler  will  impugn  the  purity  of  tlie 
patriotic  motives  which  prompte<l 
l!ie  Irieiitls  of  Gen  Grant  to  bestow 
upon  liiin  :i  suitable  gift  at  the 
close  of  the  Rebellion.

Professor  Licbig  says  :— A  new 
and  peculiar  process  of  vegetation 
ensues  in  all  perennial    plants,  such 
as    shrubs,  fruit    and  forest   trees, 
after    tht>    complete    maturity    of 
their    fruit.     The   stem   of    annual 
plants    at    this     period    of    their 
growth  becomes  woody,  and   their 
loaves    change      in      color.       The 
leaves  of  trees   and  shrubs,  on  tho 
contrary,  remain    in    activity  until 
tho  commencement    ot  the    winter. 
The    formation    of   the    layers    of 
wood    progresses,    tho    wood    be- 
comes  harder  and  moro   solid,  but 
after   August   the  plants   form   no 
more  wood,  all   the    absorbed    ear 
bonio  acid  is  employed  for  the  pro- 
duction of  nutritive  matter  for  the 
following  year;  instead    of  woody 
fiber,  starch  is  formed,  and    is  dif- 
fused   through   every  part   of  the 
plant  by   tho   autumnal  sap.     Ac- 
cording   to  the  observalioii.s  of  M. 
Ilcyer,  tho  st.arch  thus  deposited  iu 
tho  body  of  the  tree  can  bo  recog- 
ni7.<!d  in  its  known  form  by  the   aid  j 
of  a  good  microscope.     The  barks  ,  Trees  ! 
of  several   aspens   and   pine   trees 
contain  so  much  of  this   substance

Everything  soluble  in 
water  is  first  removed  by  frequent 
maceration  aud  boiling  ;  the  wood 
is  then  to  be  rednoed  to  a  minute 
state  of  division,  not  merely  iuio 
lino  fihres,  but  actual  powder  ;  and 
alter  being  repeatedly  BUujected  to 
heat  in  an  oven,  is  ground  in  the 
usual  manner  of  corn.  Wood  thus 
prepared,  according  to  the  author.  > 
acquires  the  smell  and  taste  of  corn 
flour.  It  i»,  however,  never  quite 
white.  Il  agrees  with  corn  flour 
in  not  fermenting  without  the  ad- 
dition of  leaven,  and  in  this  oise 
some  leaven  of  coru  flour  is  found 
to  answer  best.  With  thi.-*  it  makes 
a  perfectly  uniform  and  spongy 
bread  ;  and  when  it  is  thoroughly 
baked  and  has  much  orust,  it  has 
a  much  better  taste  of  bread  than 
what  in  lime  of  scarcity  is  prepar- 
ed from  the  bran  and  husks  of 
corn.  Wood  flour  also,  boiled  in 
water,  forms  a  thick,  tough,  trem- 
bling jelly,  which  is  very  nutrit- 
ious.— Scribner'sfor  Stptember.
